The Indians on the Lacdu Flatn- 
eau reservation will hereafter be de- 
rived of the ten dollars per month 
llowed from the government trust 
und deposited to their credit. Tlie 
epartment of Indian 
affairs 
at 


Vashington sent orders to all Indian 
gents to this "affect. Tlie depart- 
nent allows that It Is not best for 
he Interests of the Indians for them 
o receive this monthly allowance. 
Tlie amount is not large enough to 


urchase all necessaries for 
their 


maintenance and usually goes for 
1(1 u or. 
l 


Tlie order, as Issued, states that the 
ndians are entitled to and may ask 
or any amoant so longas it Is actual- 
y -used for building homes, or in 
mproviug tomes. 
Tlie Indians are very much opposed 
o this new order and demand that it 
be rescinded. Tlie IndiansontheOda- 
nah reservation have sent a petition 
o the agent askingthat the allowance 
bejcontlnued. They claim that at this 
:Ime of the year the cost of living has 
ncreased to such an extent tliat 
without the ten dollars they would 
suffer untold hardships. They also 
request that men who have a know- 
edge of farming be appointed Indian 
Farmers on the reservations as they 
could look after tlnjfr Interests much 
better than men who are not versed 
on the subject. 


The theory Is said to be that the 


government wantsthe Indians to earn 
their food and clothing and to spend 
every penny due them In making per- 
manent improvements. 


In many cases ihe monthly allow- 


ance granted the red men is spent for 
whisky and this practice lias resulted 
in much trouble for the autlwritles. 
Without the money the Indians could 
not, afford to drink and the evil would 
gradually be stamped out.

Judge O'Neil Holds Defendant's Tax 


Title Null and Void—May Appeal 


to Supreme Court 


In the tax title case brought by A. 


J. Holger against Robert Farrell heard 
before Judge O'Neil of the Seven- 
teenth Circuit, In this city, Judgment 
was rendered for the plaintiff. Tlie 
case occupied the greater portion of 
two days and a. number of witnesses 
were subpoenaed. While not posi- 
tively known It Is rumored tliat the 
defendant will appeal to the state 
supreme court. No papers to this 
effect have yet been filed. 


Tlie case had been pending in the 


courts of Oneida county since the 
early part of 1907. From term to 
term It had been continued. One 
time a change of venue was taken to 
Langlade county on account of an 
affidavit of prejudice having been filed 
against the then present Judge Silver- 
thorn. When Judge Held assumed 
the bench the case was again returned 
to this county. Later an affidavit of 
prejudice was made against Judge 
Reid and for this reason the matter 
was placed before Judge O'Neil. 


Tlie plaintiff, brought action to bar 


the defendant's tax title to land in 
the vicinity of MInoc<iua which he 
held under a tax deed. The main 
contententlon was whether or not 
said land liad been occupied by tiie 
plaintiff. Tlie court held that liolger 
had occupied the property for many 
years past and for that reason held 
that Karrell's tax title was null and 
void. Many witnesses* were from Mln- 
ocqua several of them being numbered 
among the prominent residents.

The members of the 
Central Federated Union of'that city, 
numbering about fiOOO, each pay five 
cents a month for the maintenance 
of this pavilion. Itut more than the 
pavilion was the Interest they arous- 
ed in the ranks of labor throughout 
New York State and the country in. 
general.
